JERMYN AND MAYFIELD.

An  interesting case was rocently
heard by ‘Squire Keirer, in which
Iichard Cale, of Maytield, was called
upon to answer a charvge preferred by
Andrew Gavin, of Jermyn. Attorney
H, D. Carey represented the plaintiff,
while Attorney P. E. Timlin defended
the case.
